Tbe department alaobaa 
found a way of afilpping thd bamboo 
ao that the young plants will grow, 
and this has beelt the hardest part of 
the prol)leiii. 

llulsliiK bamboo coniniprclally has 
been a flourlahliiK Industry Iri .lapiiii 
for years. It wan folt for a Idiik time 
that It waa a Ih. sh Ui;it oiit?hl to 
do well here, becmise It furniabes a 
quic)( growing timber that is ^cei>- 
tible of a number of apeclal uaea. 
There la aa much difference between 



tli(< (iMiaiiioiital bamboo coDmionly 
HI own here and the tliubt'r bamboo 
at) there lu between a dray horac and 
a iwlo pony. It baa never been acrii- 
rately determined Juat what tbe struc- 
tural strancth of bamboo is, though 
the atreagth Is immanae tor the 
welgbt. Born* teata ara to be «iade 
ot the new goraramant crop at the 
bureau of atandarda. Tka wood ta al- 
ready much used In tho manufacture 
of noroplanea, and when it is known 
Just what can bo rxpeitcd of It iIumh 
will bo even a greater ileinand for It. 

It Ih used very largely In .lupan tnr 
house 1)nlldlng, though It Ih nut cx- 
lieited It win bo In much deiiiand an 
a building timber In thin country, tx- 
cept In raatrioted localities. Dut 
there are other uaaa for It The wood 
makea the llghteat atrong furniture 
known, and. although It haa never 
been very much uaed for that pur|)A8e 
here. It is thought that the hard, na- 
turally pollHhed bamboo will make 
bedsteads that will have all the ad- 
vaniage of brass, besides being quite 
as handsome, much chaapar ano a 
great deal lighter.
